TOWN  WARRANT 


(L.  S.)         THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Croydon,  in  the 
County  of  Sullivan,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  town  on  Tuesday  the  8th  day  of  March  next, 
at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  (the  polls  not  to  close 
earlier  than  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon)  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose,  One  Selectman  for  three  years, 
a  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Auditors,  One  Trustee 
of  the  Trust  Funds  for  three  years.  One  Library  Trustee 
for  three  years  and  all  such  other  officers  and  agents 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  Town's 
business  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
aid  for  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  aid 
for  Class  V  highway  bridges  and  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
that  purpose. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  highways  and  bridges 
and  keeping  the  roads  open  during  the  winter. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  General  Expense 
of  the  Highway  Department. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  street  lighting  and 
for  lighting  town  buildings. 


Art.  8.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  cutting 
brush  on  the  roadsides  of  town  highways. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  raise  $198.80 
to  cover  the  unpaid  balance  for  work  done  on  Pine 
Blister  Rust  Control  in  1948. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise   and  appropriate  for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  hire  all  necessary  sums  of  money  for 
its  use  during  the  year,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one  hundredth  of 
one  percent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1948  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  Town,  together  with  other  Towns  in 
the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  new  road  equipment. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  White  Pine  Blister 
Rust  Control  to  be  spent  in  cooperation  with  the 
State  Forestry  Department. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Art.  16.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

Report  of  the 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of 
forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions 
nearly  equaling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses 
were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England, 
fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly 
low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people, 
we  can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949. 
Let  us  remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all 
fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these 
man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than 
for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and 
tourists  who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous 
than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  read}^  for  fires 
which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  every- 
one is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  be- 
fore kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and 
tobacco  before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In 
automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without 
delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will 
go  far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  co- 
operation in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Croydon  School  Board: 

T  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  schools 
are  progressing  very  satisfactorily  under  the  able  di- 
rection of  your  two  teachers,  Mrs.  Kibbey  and  Mrs. 
Jordan.  There  have  been  very  few  complaints  about 
the  schools  this  year. 

We  continued  the  practice  of  providing  in-service 
training  to  the  teachers  by  having  another  workshop 
this  year.  I  am  sure  that  all  teachers  able  to  attend 
received  a  great  deal  from  it.  Next  year  we  could 
profitably  spend  some  time  together  on  problems  found 
in  teaching  Reading,  Arithmetic  or  English.  The  many 
fine  examples  of  teaching  History  and  Geography  now 
found  throughout  the  Union,  including  the  Flat  School, 
proves  the  value  of  this  sort  of  in-service  training. 

During  the  past  two  years  I  have  had  several  in- 
quiries regarding  the  possibility  of  dividing  the  two 
schools  into  upper  and  lower  elementary  grades  and 
"shuttling"  the  pupils  back  and  forth  by  bus.  Many 
towns  throughout  the  state,  not  being  able  to  provide 
one  school  to  house  both  rooms,  have  tried  this  system 
and  found  it  very  satisfactory.  A  teacher,  having  fewer 
preparations  a  day  and  less  classes,  can  spend  much 
more  time  on  the  needs  of  each  individual  child.  If, 
as  some  have  pointed  out,  it  were  possible  to  combine 
all  sections  of  town  and  save  tuition  rates,  a  considerable 
saving  would  be  accomplished.  This  project  has  con- 
siderable merit  and  should  be  looked  into  further. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
school  board,  teachers  and  parents  for  the  fine  coopera- 
tion shown  this  past  year.  Through  continued  support 
and  cooperation,  we  may  all  look  forward  to  the  con- 
tinued strengthening  of  the  Croydon  school  system.
